3 KANSAS CITY FLYER

They were the children of Alan 
Rogers of Woodbury, N. J., an in- 
surance broker, whose wife died a 
year ago leaving six Children: Miss 
Parks was a cousin of Mrs, Rogers 
and took the two younger childrea 
to rear. 

Women Cry “Linch Her.“ 

After Miss Parks reenacted her 
crime in the woods, near here, a 
group of women surrounded the 
Camden police automobile and 
cried lynch her.” The women 
tried to keep the car from moving, 
but the driver managed to get 
away. 
Despite her ass3ttions that the 
children died by accident, the au- 
thorities today thought they had 
found a flaw in her confession. In 
both instances the skulls were 
found apart from the bodies, The 
police say this indicated she had 
severed the heads, and that proof 
of this would upset her claim that 
the children were not deliberately 
slain. 

Accompanied by Prosecutor Clif- 
ford A. Baldwin. the police took the 
woman from the Camden jail short- 
ly after 8 a. m. today.

contained only $12,500. Sent out by

In this fashion the pool was un- 
doubtedly able to charge off the 
cash paid out on worthless checks 
for blocks of stock. 

It is also established that mem- 
bers of the ring encouraged depos- 
itors to buy stocks. When a depos- 
itor sent in his order for 10 or 20 
shares of stock, if the member of 
the ring liked the issue they would 
increase the order to 100 shares or 
more, The money for the addition- 
al shares might be raised through 
hypothecating either customers’ se- 
curities or securities owned by the 
bank. 

Certainly in some cases the spec-. 
ulators bought stocks outright with 
drafts on the bank’s funds or with 
drafts made out in the name of a 
mythical depositor a cloak for one 
of the pool accounts. The books 
of the banks assumedly were bal- 
lanced nightly. There were. weekly 
audits. But too many executives 
were involved to allow one auditor 
to spoil the game. 

Auditor Was Fooled, 

The investigators think the 
auditor innocent of any connivance 
or connection with the embezzlers. 
The ingeniousness of the embez- 
zlers made possible the duping of 
the auditor. Under ordinary cir- 
cimstances one embezzler among 
the junior executives would have 
been uncovered by his fellows. But 
10 or more men were involved. The 
trail left by one,man was quickly 
covered up by his fellow embez- 
zlers. Accounts were jockeyed, it 
is said, from one cage to another.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 11.— 
While California authorities await- 


ed affidavits trom Ohio, Thomas 
J. Mooney said in his cell at San 
Quentin penitentiary today that he 
had never heard of the late Lewis 
Smith of Cleveland, who was re- 
ported to have confessed to throw- 
ing the bomb during the prepared- 
ness day parade in San Francisco 
in 1916, : 

Mooney and Warren K. Billings 
are serving life sentences for the 
bombing which killed 10 persons 
and injured 40. Mooney said he 
took little interest in the reported 
“confession,” 

At may be true and it may have 
been only a hallucination,” he 
commented. “Some day it will 
come to light who placed the 
bomb, but that has nothing to do 
with my case. I am innocent.” 

Duncan Mathewson, San Fran- 
cisco City Treasurer, who was & 
police lieutenant in charge of the 
bombing investigation, said he took 
ho stock in the alleged deathbed 
confession of Smith. 

“The story is preposterous,” 
Matheson said. It lacks even 
common information as to the cir- 
cumstances and details of the 
bombing.” 

Persons familiar with the bomb- 
inf case pointed out that Mrs. Dora 
Stephens’ assertion that her broth- 
er said he hurled the bomb from 
a roof does not correspond with 
the facts. Charles M. Fickert, now 
of Los Angeles, who was District 
Attorney when Mooney was con- 
victed, was among those declaring 
that there had been every indica- 
tion that the bomb was set off 
from the ground. 

Ohio Affidavits Sent to San Fran- 
cisco Police. 

BELLAIRE, O., Nov. 1.—Francis 
Moran, Bellaire Police Chief last 
night sent to Police Chief William 
J. Quinn of San Francisco, the in- 
formation he obtained from Mrs. 
Dora Monroe of this city, implicat- 
ing her dead brother, Lewis Smith, 
as the man who threw the San 
Francisco preparedness parade 
bomb in 1916. 

An affidavit by Mrs. Monroe at- 
tested that Smith confessed to her 
six years ago that he was guilty of 
the bombing, and that Mooney was 
innocent. “He told me how he 
stood on a roof above that mon- 
strous crowd and hurled the bomb 
into its midst,” Mrs, Monroe said. 
“I did not tell the story sooner be- 
cause of a promise I made my 
brother,.“ she said. 

Mrs. Munroe’s story was corrob- 
orated by Frank O. Stevens, an in- 
mate of the National Military Home 
at Dayton, O., and by her son, Ott. 
It was told after reporters investi- 
gated a letter written by Stevens 
to Senator Thomas.D. Schall of 
Minnesota, that said Stevens knew 
the man responsible for the ex- 
posion. 2 

Since Mrs. Monroe’s story was 
told, Attorney-General Mitchell has 
stated that the Government can- 
not interfere, but Senator Schall 
said he would press the Attorney- 
General to take action. 

The Mooney trial judge and jury 
also have expressed their belief in 
Mooney’s innocence and Gov. C. C. 
Young offered a parole, but Moo- 
ney refused, holding that accept- 
ance of parole would be tanta- 
mount to an admission of guilt. He 
demanded a full pardon and this 
the Governor refused.

Senator McNary of Oregon, 
presiding at the time, had voted 
when his name had been called 
on the ballot. This prevented him 
from casting a ballot as the pre- 
siding officer. 

Defeat of the amendment per- 
mitted ah increase in the rate to 
50 cents, as proposed by the House, 
to stand. 3 

The absence of the Vice Presi- 
dent and the tie vote recalled to 
many in the Senate the now famous 
afternoon nap once taken by Vice 
President Dawes shortly after he 
entered office, when the Senate, 
by a tie vote, rejected the nomina- 
tion of Charles Beecher Warren to 
be Attorney-General 

Today is the first on which Cur- 
tis has been absent since becoming 
Vice President. 

Republicans Aid Democrats. 
The vote also found all Repub- 
lican members of the Finance Com- 
mittee who answered the roll call 
voting against the position they 
had taken in committee. : 

In all 22 Republicans and nine 
Democrats voted against the com- 
mittee proposal, while 18 Demo- 
crats and 13 Republicans support- 
ed it. 

Western Senators of both parties 
advocated the higher rate. They 
contended higher protection would 
permit the reopening of many 
mines in Nevada and Colorado. 

Phipps (Rep.), Colorado, said 
the 50-cent duty also would result 
in more than doubling production 
of tungsten in his State. 

Without record votes, the Senate 
approved committee amendments 
to cut the duty on cerium metal 
from $2 to $1 a pound and on ferro- 
cerium from $2 a pound and 25 per 
cent advalorem to $1 and 25 per 
cent. ig 

A committee amendment to in- 
crease the existing duty of 1% 
cents a pound on upholstery nails 
to 40 per cent ad valorem, was re- 
jected, leaving this rate at 3 cents 
a pound as provided in the House 
bill. 

Another increase was approved 
in the duty on staples for use in 
paper fasteners, although the com- 
mittee rate of 40 cents a pound was 
cut to 10 cents at the suggestion 
of Barkley (Dem.). Kentucky. The 
present rate of one-sixth of a cent 
was not changed by the House. 

Textile Machinery Rate Cut. 

A committee cut from 40 to 35 
per cent in the present rate on 
textile machinery not specifically 
mentioned in the bill also was 
adopted.

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Dr. Ernst Fuchs, 79 years old, 
professor emeritus of opthalmology 


in the University of Vienna, was the 
central figure of interest at the 
opening session today of the annual 
conference of the National Society 
for Prevention of Blindness, at Ho- 
tel Chase. The three-day confer- 
ence, a national gathering with 
about 200 delegates, is held in con- 
junction with the Missouri Com- 
mission for the Blind, Board of 
Health an other State agencies. 

Reviewing his 50 years’ fight on 
P , and its causes, r. uchs 
said in an interview that, within 
that period, blindness had been cut 
down about one-half, in the world 
at large, and more than one-half in 
Europe and America. in the 
Orient, progress has not been 80 
rapid. The war years, and the 
cases of blindness caused directly 
by the war, are not included 11. his 
computation. 8 

Six in 10,000 Blind. 

„Half a century ago,” he said. 
“the number of cases of blindness, 
in the world at large, was 10 to 
12 out of every 10,000 persons: 
now, they are about six in every 
10,000.“ 

Dr. Fuchs said that the human 
eye was changing, because, as he 
believed, of the increased number 
of sedentary workers.. Increased 
wearing of giasses, he said, was not 
an indication of an increase in the 
tendency to blindness. He wears 
gold-rimmed spectacles. 

“Today,” he said, “the work of 
combating blindhess must be 
shared by the -ophthalmologist 
with those who are fighting dis- 
eases, particularly epidemics, such 
as smallpox, and social diseases. 
Public education has an important 
part in this. 

Dr. Fuchs is to speak on the asso- 
ciation’s program at the Chase to- 
morrow afternoon, and at an open 
meeting in the St. Louis Medical 
Society auditorium tomorrow night. 
He received the Leslie Dana gold 
medal last September, on the fifti- 
eth anniversary of his publication 
of his treatise on prevention of 
blindness. 

Dr. Velez to Speak. 

Another noted visitor is Dr. 
Daniel M. Velez, professor of oph- 
thalmology in the University of 
Mexico in the City of Mexico. He 
will speak at tomorrow night's 
meeting. 

For the first time in its History, 
Mexico has a definite public health 
policy,” Dr. Velez said today. “This 
is due to the influence of President 
Calle, who faced many difficulties 
in developing his plan, similar to 
that of the United States Board of 
Health. 

“We have only two classes in 
Mexico—the very rich and the very 
poor. There is no prosperous mid- 
die class. Lack of transportation 
and education are the greatest 
problems in improving health. 
Many villages, without a physician 
among their population. are isolat- 
ed because of lack of railroads and 
highways. 

Health in Mexico. 

“Ten health societies are aiding 
the Government program, no un- 
important part of which was the 
passage of a law supported by 
resident Calles, requiring medical 
examination of persons before their 
marriage. 

“Thirty Indian dialects make 


work amo.ig these people difficult. 


A department of the University of 
Mexico, is given over to teaching 
representatives of those tribes the 
Spanish language and a few med- 
ical facts. Many Indians, who come 
half-clothed, learn the language in 
two months. They then return to 
their people.” 
What the State of Missouri does 
to stop blindness at its source was 
told by Dr. James Stewart, State 
Health Commissioner, at the lunch- | 
eon following the morning ses 
sion. He said the State Board of 
Health bad undertaken: 
Improvement of school light- 
ing in the rural sections, to elim- 
inate eye strain. This work has 
been done in connection with the 
State Department of Education.

Lewis H. Carris of New York, 

managing director of the national 
society, who presided, said that ac- 
cidents, eye strain and injuries re- 
sulting from the mechanical devel- 
opments of the time, are the most 


serious cause of blindness at pres- 


ent. He said the greater part of in- 
dustrial blindness was preventable. 

“Many of the eye hazards in the 
home, on the street and in other 
places outside of industry are also 
avoidable,” he said. “On the 
score of economics alone, the na- 
tion as a whole and every individ- 
ual community has much to gain 
from intensive, well organized 
work for the prevention. of blind- 
ness and conservation of vision. 

“The. industries of the country 
are now paying approximately $10,- 
000,000 a year as compensation to 
men who have been totally or 
partially blinded at work.” 

The blind population of the 
United States is now about 100,- 
000, he said. 

Urges Legisiative Action. 

Advocation of legislation to com- 
pel treatment of eye disorders im- 
mediately on diagnosis was made 
by Dr. Sidney Walker Jr., ophthal- 
mogist of St. Luke's Hospital, Chi- 
cago, in a talk on sympathetic 
ophthalmia, or the infection of a 
good eye by a diseased one. Like 
birth control and other futuristic 
measures,” Dr. Walker stated, “it 
will probably be many years be- 
fore legislation will be enacted 
which will actually benefit certain 
ones of the human race.” 

Dr. Walker went into the field 
of preventive eye-treatment in in- 
dustry. He said that the province 


Sof legal obligation on the part of 


industrial leaders should be not 
alone to make financial settlement 
for eye injuries but to provide for 
the transfer of injured men to oth- 
er work where they might still be 
able to make a living wage.

Brady 
was charged yesterday with the 
killing Saturday ight of Miss 
Lehlia Highsmith, 28 years old. 
The deniai was made through his 
lawyer, Sam Dickens. 

‘Dickens said Brady. who is 59 
years old, had no knowledge of 
Miss Highsmith’s death or the 


Jevente immediately prior thereto, 


adding that the former Judge was 
shocked when he learned murder 
charges had been filed against him. 

The first person admitted to the 
accused man’s cell was his wife, to 
whom the news was broken by two 
sisters of charity. Mrs. Brady's 
companions on errands of mercy in 
the poorer sections of Austin. 
What wal said in that first inter- 
view is not known, but when Mrs. 


Brady came out she declared she 


would stand by her husband. 

Dickens said Brady went Satur- 
day to the Texas University-Baylor 
football game and later with 
friends who were drinking.

Nov. 10.—Four grimy-faced and be- 
whiskered men came up the slope 
to the camp yesterday, having trav- 
eled more than 400 miles on the 
barrier and having twice crossed an 
area of crevasses, holes and hay- 
cocks so dangerous that it echoed 
beneath their feet and roared and 
growled around them while they 


slept. : 

They were the members of the 
Southern supporting party, Arthur 
Walden, leader; Joe De Ganahl. 
navigator, and Christopher Braa- 
then and Jacob Bursey, dog drivers. 
They were a little thinner than 
when they left, but they were in 
perfect condition. 

Walden’s grizzled gray whiskers 
made him appear even more the 
trail veteran than he is. Braathen's 
beard curled in every direction and 
the faces of Bursey and De Ganahl 
were burned by the sun, and on 
one of Joe's cheeks was a round 
blistered spot where he had been 
grozen. 

Commander Byrd was greatly 
pleased with their work and their 
safe return. 

“They had cold, difficult going.“ 
he said, “but they made not an ex- 
cuse or a complaint and carried out 
their orders exactly to the letter 
and did even better by leaving 200 
pounds more food at the advanced 
base than we thought possible.

Walking over a surface which 
shook under them, crossing wide 
crevasses only a few feet from 
places where the bridge had fallen | 
in, camping at night where their 
bags droppéd under them, the ice 
shook and there was a continual 
thunderous rumbling sound of ti- 
tanic pressure—it was an awesome 
experience. 

They did not have time to get 
frightened while going through, 
but at least two of them admitted 
shuddering a bit when they had 
passed“ and looked back at the 
treacherous and honeycombed 
area through which they had found 
their way. , 

Wits Working All the Time. 

“We were busy keeping out of 
trouble on the way through,” De 
Ganahl said, our wits working all 
the time, turning sharply first to 
one side and then the other along 
the edge of wide pits, but when it 
is all over I don't think there ifs 
one of us who wouldn't admit be- 
ing thankful that it was over.” 

“Tt made me think of the Bad 
Lands of the Dakotas in ice or the 
breaking edge of a glacier.“ Wal- 
den said, who, despite his 68 years, 
came in as fresh as a daisy.

ag they went down, forced them to 


the right. | 

In a short time they found 
themselves completely blocked, 
huge open crevasses in front, a 
maze of holes as if in a Swiss 
cheese on one side and the treach- 
erous haycocks on the other. Here 
they turned and retraced their 
steps, being forced to go up on the 
side of two haycocks to turn the 
teams. aed 

They were roped together in- 
geniously. The safety ropes on the 
men ran back from Bursey at the 
front of his sledge to a radio pole 
lashed across the rear end of the 
sled and sticking out on the side 
on which the men were traveling 
on their skiis. 

It was fastened there with a 
light piece of cord which was at- 
tached to De Ganahl, who was at 
the rear of the sled, and then out 
again to the end of the bamboo 
where it was lashed with a long 
string. From there it ran back to 
the end of a bamboo on Walden’s 
sled and with similar light lashings 
ran into Walden and out again and 
then back to Braathen. 

In this way the line was earried 
by the bamboos so it did not tire 
the men, and if a man fell through, 
the light lashings would break. 


Lashing the Sleds. 

The sledges were lashed so that 
a rope running from the rear of 
the first went back to the line on 
which the dogs weré harnessed to 
the second sledge, a \similur rope 
being fastened between the two 
rear sledges. 

This system of lashing provided 
a separate system for sledges and 
men. When the dogs went in, as 
they did frequently, they were 
hauled out by the gang line, and, 
if they were on the second or third 
sledge, they were pulled out. by the 
other sledges going ahead. 

After backing out of their first 
impasse, the men camped for the 
night north of the ridge of pres- 
sure. It was not like ordinary 
pressure; more as if the barrier 
itself had been sliced into tremend- 
ous blocks and tossed about, some 
huge blocks being forced yp like 
monoliths 50 feet into the air. 

That night was not one of rest. 
The barrier boomed hollowly under 
them and at times they seemed to 
feel the snow on which they were 
lying sink down, while growls and 
cracks were all around them. 

They were glad when it was 
time to move on again. They went 
ahead an skiis to find a way 
through and headed more to the 
east. Everywhere the upheaved 
and towering ice masses loomed 
above them except in one spot 
where through a narrow valley 
they could see the smooth barrier 
beyond. 

This seemed a possible entrance 


fand they got the teams and went 


in, feeling, their way between 

crevasses, haycocks and open 

holes, zigzagging all the time. 
Suddenly Rang Hollow. 

The valley stretched ahead of 
them smooth and inviting, but sud- 
denly it rang hollow. They halted 
and tapped it. Hverywhere it 
seemed a wide level roof of snow 
over some cavern, the extent of 
which taxed their imagination. 

They felt their way around the 
edge of it, hardly believing that 
it could be so large. It was, they 
said, “as big as a city block.” This 
whole covering sheet was appar- 
ently held up by snow pillars 
somewhere, or perhaps walls be- 
tween tremendously wide crevasses. 

They worked their way around 
the western edge of it, dodging 
between haycocks, taking their 
sledges over narrow ledges running 
between deep chasms and holes, 
frequently on a slope from whieh 
they might have slipped into the 
depths below them. Once two op- 
posing crevices came together be- 
fore them in the shape of an ar- 
row and one point where it was 
bridged by snow they went across 
gingerly with holes on either side. 

Many of these crevasses and 
even some of the holes, 50 or a 
100 feet wide, were covered with 
a thin film of snow with a crack 
in it through which they could

Once through this valley, they 
came out on the level barrier again 
although even here’ it was badly

| iia] 
lied: fit 
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rest of their trip was fairly easy. 
They reached 81 degrees, 45 min- 
utes south and laid down their last 
depot and then started back with 
light sledges. . 
They did not suffer greatly, al- 
though two of them had wet 
sleeping bags and did not get a 
comfortable night’s sleep.  Other- 
‘wise they fared well due to the 
good clothing and plenty of food. 
They had some cold tempera- 
tures for the trail, 48 below zero, 
at times going out and 25 below on 
a few days coming back. @ They 
spoke mostly of the monotony of 
the barrier after getting through 
the pressure ice, each time due to 
the reaction from the excitement 
of dodging danger.

Public offices, city and State 
courts, banks, exchanges and 
schools were closed for the day.

Along Twelfth boulevard spec- 
tators were ranked four nad five 
deep when the veterans’ parade be- 
gan. As the procession moved east 
lon Washington avenue, south on 
Broadway, west on Olive and back 
to the City Hall for memoria! serv- 
ices, the line of spectators, thinned, 
although most of the windows of 
buildings along the route were oc- 
cupied by onlookers. 

The parade started on Twelfth 
boulevard, north of the City Hall, 
at 2:38 o’clock and extended about 
four blocks, requiring 10 minutes 
to pass, About 300 policemen, 200 
firemen, a detachment from the 
Sixth Infantry at Jefferson Bar- 
racks, a group of Salvation Army 
workers, a scattered band of Span- 
ish War veterans, 600 World War 
veterans and representatives of 
other military organizations mado 
up the procession, Each group had 
its band. 

The parade was held under the 
auspices of the American Legion of 
St. Louis which also observed the 
occasion with a luncheon at the 
American Annex Hotel. The colors 
of 18 American Legion posts, each 
accompanied by an American flag, 
were carried in the parade by vet- 
erans. 

Union Service Downtown. 
Although most St. Louis churches 
observed the anniversary with 
special programs yesterday, the 
member churches of the Metropoli- 
tan Church Federation of St.

The State Survey Commission, 
meeting this afternoon at Hotel 
Jefferson, began consideration of a 
tentative draft of its report to Gov. 
Caulfield for a revision of the en- 
tire tax structure of the State gov- 
ernment, providing for an annual 
increase of approximately 317, 


000,000 in the State’s revenues. 

The tentative report was pre- 
pared by Griffenhagen & Asso- 
ciates of Washington, employed by 
the commission to make a survey 
of the revenue system anc the 


for reforming the antiquated pub- 
lic school system of the State, and 
providing for a building program 
of from $35,000,000 to $50,000,000 
for State educational, eleemosynary 
and penal institutions. 
Revives “Nuisance” Taxes. 

A prominent feature of the plan 
under consideration is the creation 
of the so-called nuisance taxes, so 
decisively defeated in the Legisla- 
ture three years ago. This section 
of the plan calls for raising $3,000,- 
000 annually from a tax on cigar- 
ettes and cigars, $2,000,000 annual- 
ly from a tax on beverages, and $2,- 
500,000 annually from a tax on ad- 
missions to enterfainments. 

It was made clear by the Com- 
mission that the report was to be 
considered solely as tentative, that 


way committed to it. As one mem- 
ber expressed the situation: “A lot 
of ways to raise money have been 
cast before us and we are simply 
considering their advisability.” 

It is proposed that the entire 
state property tax of 13 cents on 
the 3100 valuation be abolished;

Exemption from property tax 
on .intangibles, such as bonds, 
netes, mortgages and other cred- 
its, and reaching net income 
from these forms of wealth 
through a graduated income tax. 

Radical revision of the laws

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—Presi- 
dent Hoover today placed a wreath 
of white chrysanthemums on the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier in 


Arlington Cemetery. 

The President was accompanied 
to the cemetery by Mrs. Hoover and 
the Secretary of War and the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. After the 


President had placed his wreath on 
the tomb, Mrs. Hoover stepped for- 
ward and laid four smaller chrys- 
anthemums, also white, beside 
thage of the Chief Executive. 

The ceremony gas brief. The 
Army band saluted Mr. Hoover as 
he entered the National Amphithe- 
ater and then played e “Star 
Spangied Banner.” When the Pres- 
ident’s party entered the cemetery 
grounds, a presidential salute of 21 
guns was fired. 

Tonight President Hoover will 
deliver an address under the aus- 
pices of the American Legion to 
an audience of Government offi- 
cials, diplomats and World War 
veterans. The address will be 
broadcast over a aation-wide hook- 
up. 

The 12.000 posts ot the American 
| Legion, numbering 850,000 war 
veteran members, took the leader- 
ship in ceremonies throughout the 
Nation. In many communities 
where army, naval or marine de- 
tachments are stationed, a military 
display formed part of the observ- 
ance. 

Burial Service Be-Read. 

As the first event of the Nation- 
al Capital's observance came a rep- 
etition of the simple burial service 
at the Tomb of the Unknown Sol- 
dier by the two chaplains who 
originally read it on Nov. 11, 1921, 
; when America’s unidentified war- 
rior was interred. @he chaplains 
are Col. John T. Axton, former 
chief chaplain of the army. and 
Rabbi Morris S. Lazaron, a World 
War chaplain. 

A delegation of American Legion 
members, headed by Major O. L. 
Bodenhamer, National -Command- 
er, together with representatives of 
the principal World War welfare 
Organizations, also laid wreaths 
upon the tomb. 

At 11 o’clock Washington joined 
with the rest of the nation and 
the former warring countries in 
two minutes of silence—the tribute 
of the world to the heroes who 
sacrificed their lives on the bat- 
tlefie}d. 

Memorial to Wilson. 

In the afternoon the annual me- 
morial service in honor of the late 
President Wilson will be held in 
Bethiehem Chapel of the National 
Cathedral (Episcopal) where he is 
interred, With Bishop James E. 
Freeman of Washington, speaking 
over a nation-wide radio chain. For 
the first time. Mrs. Wilson is un- 
able to be present, as she is trav- 
eling in the Orient. The Bishop also 
had arranged at the Cathedral a 
service of thanksgiving this morn- 
ing in commemoration of the Arm- 
int ice.

as under the former assessment, 
and that a new commission be 
created to study plans for a read- 
justment of the tax limits. 

For Income Tax Revision. 
Though no change in the inherit- 
ance tax, except to transfer its 
complete administration to the 
State Treasurer, was suggested. The 
report on the subject of the in- 


tions pay 4 per cent of their entire 
net income, that the state income 
tax on individuals be at the rates 
of the Federal income tax, that 
dividends received by non-residents 
be taxed, and that national banks 
be taxed. 

In connection with the income 

plan suggested, the report recom- 
mended that the State income tax 
be limited to those required to pay 
the Federal income tax and that all 
persons be required to make re- 
turns whether taxable or not. 
Specific recommendations for 
the luxury taxes, or taxes on tobac- 
co, beverages and admissions to 
amusements were made. 
There were recommendations al- 
so for assessment of mine proper- 
ties by the Tax Commission instead 
of by local assessors, and that the 
insurance tax apply to domestic as 
well as foreign insurance compan- 
les.

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EVAPORATED MILK MAKES 
FINE WHIPPED CREAM 


It Is Necessary to Scald the Canned 
Milk Previous to Whip- 
ping It. 

There are many desserts that are 
greatly improved in appearance, 
palatability and popularity by the 
addition. of whipped cream. 

Many times, however, it is diffi- 
cult to get the cream or too ex- 
pensive to include it in large quan- 
tities in the weekly food budget. 

Evaporated milk can be ipped 
in the same way as cream and can 
be used in its place. 

In order to whip it successfully 
use the undiluted milk and scald it 
in a double boiler. When a skin 
or glaze forms over the top of the 
mk it is scalded. 

Cool it quickly by placing the pan 
in a bowl of cracked ice, or cold 
water. When thoroughly chilled, 
whip it, keeping the bowl in the ice 
or in a mixture of ice and salt. 

It will whip very stiff if thor- 
oughly chilled. Sweeten and flavor 
he same as fresh cream.

DELICIOUS: WAYS OF 
COOKING FRESH PORK 


Broiling and Pan-Broiling Were 
Not Intended for Cook- 
ing Pork. 


Boned hams and shoulders 
stuffed with well-seasoned bread 
crumbs and roasted to a turn, 
are easy to carve and are attractive 
when served either hot or cold. As 
a luncheon or supper dish, cold 
roast pork is excellent in thin slices 
with a colorful garnish. Sinee its 
fiavor is often as delicate as that 
ef chicken, every bit of cooked 
lean pork can be utilized in the 
making of delicious sandwiches, 
salads, and many other dishes. 

Pork Chops and Potatoes. 

Wash and pare potatoes and cut 
in thin slices. Put a layer in a 
greased baking dish and sprinkle 


with flour, salt and pepper. Dot 
with small bits of fat. Add another 


layer of potatoes and seasoning and 
repeat until all the ingredients are 
used. Pour the milk over it. Lay 
pork chops on top. Bake in a mod- 
erate oven one to one and one-half 
hours or until potatoes are tender. 


Breaded Pork Fillets. 
Cut two pork tenderioin strips 


erosswise to make six fillets, one 


and one-half to two inches thick. 
Pound each fillet down to about 
one-half inch in thickness. Beat 


one egg with one tablespoen of wa- 
ter. 

Mix three-fourths cup of dry 
sifted bread crumbs with three- 
tourths teaspoon salt and a dash of 
pepper. Dip the fillets into the 
egg mixture, coat them with the 
bread crumbs, and let the coating 
dry for about 30 minutes Brown 
the fillets lightly in two tablespoons 
of fat in a heavy skillet, pour off 
excess fat, cover the skillet closely, 
and continue to cook at moderate 
heat for 20 61... 
meat is tenger. 

Serve hot with a, garnish a wa- 
tercreas and thin slices of lemon. 


Panned Pork Chops. 

Wipe pork chops with a damp 
cloth. Sprinkle them ith salt and 
pepper and dust them lightly with 
flour. Place the chops in a heavy 
hot skillet with the fat edge down, 
so as to brown the fat and at the 
same time grease the skillet. Turn 
the chops and brown them lightly 
on both sides. Pour off the fat 
that has cooked out, cover the 
skillet closely, and continue to cook 
at very moderate heat until the 
Turn the chops 
occasionally to cook them uniform- 
ly. Chops of ordinary thickness 
(about onerhalf inch) will require 
about 20 minutes to cook after they 
have been lightly browned. 

Pork chops shrink considerably 
while cooking and it is better to 
have them cut fairly thick. Three- 
quarters to one inch is not too 
much. Chops of this thickness will 
require longer cooking than thin 
chops, but they will be more juicy 
when done. 


Roast Loin of Pork. 


Have the butcher crack the bones 
of a pork loin roast so that it can 
be carved in slices between the 
ribs. Wipe the meat with a damp 
cloth. Sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per and rub with flour. Lay the 
loin, ribs down and fat side up, on 
a rack in an open roasting: pan. 
Sear the meat for 30 minutes, or 
until lightly browned, in a hot oven 
then reduce the temperature rap- 
idly*to very moderate heat and 
cook until the meat is tender. 
A loin weighing from four to [ive 
pounds will prebably require from 
two to two and one-half hours 
when these oven’ temperatures are 
used. 


A roast-meat thermometer can: 


be used in a loin just as in a ham. 
Stick the thermometer into the 
meat so that the bulb reaches the

HAVE YOU EVER MADE 
~ MINTED PEARS? 


The Popularity of This Flavor- 
ing Suggests Its Use in 
Many Preserves. 


The unusually large pear crop 
this year, and the continued ap- 
pearance of the fruit in market, 
suggests that recipes for pear 
cookery are still seasonable. 

Minted pears and ginger peara 
should have a place on every pre- 
serve shelf as they are delightful 
types of condiments suitable to 
serve with the main course of for- 
mal and informa! dinners. 

Preserved Minted Pears. 

Take five dozen medium-sized 
cooking peara, not too ripe: 13 
cups sugar, one-fourth teaspoon 
‘green coloring paste, six cups wa- 
ter, two teaspoons mint extract or 
one large bunch of fresh mint. 

Wash and peel pears; cut out 
biossom end. Drop 12 pears into 


1 hot syrup made of sugar, water, 


coloring and extract or crushed 
mint. Simmer gently until soft 
and clear. Do not boil. 

Remove to hot sterilized jars 
and continue cooking pears until 
all are cooked. Boil down syrup, 
kin jars to overflowing and seal 
at once. 

This makes a delicious accom- 
paniment to meats or salads. 


Ginger Pears. 


Take four pounds of pears, four 
pounds of sugar, two ounces of 
preserved ginger, juice four lem- 
ons and grated rind of two lemons, 

Wash and peel pears and cut in 
mall pieces. Add sugar, juice 
and grated rind of lemons and pre- 
served ginger, cut very fine. Cook 
over a slow fire until it thickens. 
Turn into sterilized glasses or jars 
and sea! at once. 

Lemon Pear Marmalade. 


Take 15 cooking pears. three 
lemons, thre cups water and nine 
cups sugar. 

Peel and cut pears into eighths. 
Cook thinly sliced lemons in water 
45 minutes, or until clear. Add 
sugar and boil 10 minutes fonger; 
add pears ‘and cook one hour 
longer. Turn into sterilized jars 
or glasses and seal witt. melted 
paraffin. 

Pickled Pears 

Take three pounds pears, one 
cup vinegar, three cups sugar, one 
stick cinnamon, six whole clcves 
and one teaspoon whole Senger. 

Peel pears and cut out blossom 
end, leaving the stem on. Boil 
pears in three pints of water until 
soft. Remove peare and add to 
the water, sugar, vinegar cinna- 
mon, finely chopped ginger and 
cloves. Boil five minutes; place 
pears in syrup and contir.ue boil- 
ing for five minutes or until syrup 
is thick. 

Dip pears out carefuily and 
place in sterilized glass jars.“ Re- 
move spices f10m syrup, pour in 
jars to fill to overflowing aud seal. 


CARROTS ARE PALATABLE 
WHEN CAREFULLY PREPARED 


The Trouble Is Very Few Family 
Cooks Know How to Cook 
Them, 


One reason why carrots are per- 
haps among the less popular vege- 
tables is because we so seldom find 
them well seasoned or properly 
cooked. 

Usually they are the victims of 
too long cooking, too little seagon- 
ing and too much water. 

To prepare them properly scrape 
or peel them thinly, cut in nar- 
row strips, or dice, put in a sauce- 
pan with barely enough water to 
cover and add one-half teaspoon 
sugar for each two cups of carrots. 
Cover closely, boil for 10 minutes, 
add one teaspoon of salt, two ta- 
blespoons of butter and a mere 
suspicion of nutmeg. 

Cover again and continue cook- 
ing for five to eight minutes long- 
er. By that time the carrots will 
be tender, most of the moisture ab. 
sorbed and all of the flavor re- 
tained. 

Carrots are one of our best 
sources of food iron and they are 
also rich in other minerals and are 
a valuable part of our vegetable 
list. Use them often. 


WHOLESOME OATMEAL BREAD 


Form the Habit of of Occasionally 
Making Homemade Bread. 

Pour two cups of boiling water 
over two cups rolled. oats, cover 
and let stand until lukewarm. Dis- 
solve one yeast cake and one- 
fourth cup brown sugar in one-half 
cup lukewarm water, add two ta- 
blespoonfuls lard or butter substi- 
tute, melted, and add this to the 
oatmeal and water.

POPPING POP CORN 


Teach Them How to Make 
. Buttered Pop-Corn and 
Pop-Corn Balls. 


How good a bowl of hot, but- 
tered pop-corn tastes on a chilly 
evening, or a bilowy afternoot. 
when you have come home from 
school! | i 
Pop-corn: is good to look at and 
to eat, and it is also ‘a ‘whdlesome. 
nutritious food, for it comes from 
corn and contains ull the food 
value of that valuable grain. We 
seldom think of pop-corn as a cer- 
eal but it makes a, delicious one 
when served with sugar and cream 
or milk. Some of you may have 
grown the variety of corn from 
which pop-corn is uade, but many 
of you have never seen it except 
in the form of sugared popcorn or 


molasses popcorn balls. 
What Pop-vVorn Is. 

Pop-corn isa variety of Indian 
corn and usually grows on small 
ears. The kernels ometimes have 
sharp points, or they may be 
rounded. 

The ears of pop-corn must be 
properly dried before they can de 
used, and usually he kernels are 
removed from the ob and packed 
in small packages ‘or sale. 

When the corh is properly dried, 
and the fire hot enough, the heat 
breaks the outside -oat of ihe Ker- 
nel by suddenly expanding the 
moisture and air it contains,. and 
the kernel “pops” rr really turns 
inside out, making a kernel ome- 
times as much as twenty times 
larger than the origiual one. 

There are many kinds of “pop- 
pers,” the most common being a 
sort of wire basket with a cover 
and a long handle to use over an 
open fire. Recently there has ap- 
peared a round metal pan with 2 
cover in which there is a handis 
attached to a rod that turns and 
keeps the kernels of corn in mo- 
tion. This is to use On a gas, elec- 


j tric or oil stove. 


An ordinary heuvy frying pan 
or sauce pan witk. a tight fitting 
cover can be used f you have 
nothing else. There must be 4 
cover to keep the corn from “pop- 
ping” all out of the pan, you know. 


How to Pop Corn. 

Now we are ready to pop our 
corn. Put a thin layer of the pop- 
corn kernels in the utensil you are 
to use—whether it is a wire bas- 
ket, or any of the others men- 
tioned. See that the cover is 
firmly in place. 

Have ready a large bowl to emp- 
ty the popped corn into. Put the 
pan on the stove or hold it over 
the embers of an open fire if you 
have one to use. and shake the 
pan constantly for a minute or 
two, when you should hear the 
first kernels begin to pop. Con- 
tinue shaking evenly and constant- 
ly until no further noise of pop- 
ping is heard. 

Take the pan from the fire, and 
let it stand ea few seconds, just to 
be sure the corn has finished pop- 
ping. Open the cover and empty 
the white, fluffy kernels into the 


be a few kernels that have not 
popped or that have only cracked 
open. As soon as they are cool, 
remove them from the dish, as they 
are hard and indigestible. Put 
more corn in the popper and start 
All over again. 
How to Serve Pop Corn. 

When you have popped all you 
wish, melt a little butter in a small! 
pan and pour it over the corn. 
Sprinkle with salt and mix with a 
wooden spoon or a large fork. 
Save some of the popped corn to 
eat for breakfast with sugar and 
milk and see if it isn't good! 

To make molasses pop-corn balls 
pop enough corn to make four or 
six cupsful and put it in a very 
large bowl or a dish pan. You 
must have u pan that ts large 
enough to mix the corn with the 
hot syrup without danger of spil)- 
ing it or burning yourself.

Is there danger in ‘these crowds 
and the large revenup which they 
bring in to the 1 of 
the institutions whose attract 
such crowds?

~— DROP 995,305,000 


In Year Ending June 29, 1929, 
Number of Depositors Like- 
wise Declined 524,221.

NEW YORK, Nov. 11—The most 
prosperous period in American 
history was marked by «a decline 
in the aggregate savings of more 
than 50,000,000 individual accounts 
in the United States, the American 
Bankers’ Association reports. 

The attraction of easy profi 


showed a drop of $195,305,000 in 
the year ending June 29, 1929. The 
rumber of depositors likewise de- 
clined 524,221, to the present to- 
tal of 52.664.127 during the same 
period. 

In the previous year was record- 
ed the largest increase of savings 
in the country’s history, amount- 
ing to $2,300,000,000. W. Epsey 
Albig, in charge of the savings 
banks division of the bankers’ as- 
sociation, says the total volume of 
savings deposits now stands at 
328.217.656.000. 

He thinks that the sudden trans- 
formation in America’s thrift hab- 
its, disclosed in the sharp contrast 
between a gain of $2,125,000,000 
last year and a drop of almost 
$200,000,000 this year indicates a 
fundamental change in the savings 
situation. 

“The loss in both individual de- 
posits and savings deposits during 
this one year, after a rapid rise for 
15 years, should not cause undue 
alarm.” he asserts. “The savings 
deposits per inhabitant for the 
year were $235, which is but $2 
less than the preceding year.”

She ap- 
peared with Billie Burke in The 
Mind-the-Paint Girl,” and in “Out- 
cast,” and “Jumping Jupiter.” In

success. Critics began to comment

ND then, in 1922, her fame 
A burst suddenly and brilliantly 

upon the theatricai horizon. 
Several actresses had declined tiie 
offer to appear in “Rain.” Jeanne 
Eagels finally was selected. At 
that time she was not a star. 

But when the curtain went down 
on the final act of the premiere 
performance the audience rose to 
its feet and cheered her. She had 
become a star overnight, but star- 
dom, it seemed, also brought out 
more sharply than ever her. fiery 
temperament. Broadway called it 
“staritis.” 

The play ran for two years on 
Broadway, and into it Jeanne 
Eagels threw all her hatred for 
hypocrisy and her scorn for moral 
demagogues. More than the the- 
atrical world worshipped her for 
her characterization in that one 
role. 

But after the run of the show 
had ended on the road, it seemed 
that Miss Bagels restlessness in- 
creased. She was given the lead- 
ing role in “The Garden of Eden” 
but deserted it in favor of another 
ow. “Chicago.” She wanted the 
latter play changed and when this 
request was refused she deserted 
that show, abo. 

She finally consented to appear 

in “Her Cardboard Lover” in 1927. 
— went well for a time. but 
when the show moved from Chi- 
cago to Milwaukee Miss Eageis dis- 
appeared. She returned to the 
show, but again disappeared in 
Milwaukee for five days. From 
then on the newspapers no longer 
found news in Miss Eagels’ disap-

pearances, but her managers found 
plenty to worry about. 

Finally the show was closed here 
in St. Louis because of her failure 
to appear for performances. The 
entire cast was thrown out of work. 
She welcomed them all to her coun- 
try home near Ossining, but they 
did not stay there long. 

At last the Actors’ Equity Asso- 
ciation, burdened with complaints 
about her, summoned her in May, 
1928. After a hearing she was 
suspended for a year and a half 
and heavily fined. It was one of 
the gti ffest penalties ever imposed 
on a member of Equity.

But the gates 
of the legitimate stage were barred 
to her and 380 she turned to the 
movies. 

She appeared in several pictures, 
but it was the stage she loved and 
to which she wanted to return.

| Narcissi for Christmas 


T IS so nice to have a narcissus 
in bloom at Christmas. They 
are so easily grown in the house 
and the clusters of white star- 
shaped blossoms are quite appro- 
priate for Christmas. 

This variety grows readily end car. 
be grown either in water or soil. In 
water it is only necessary to place 
the bulbs upright in a shallow dish 
and keep them in place with  peb- 
bles, then pour in sufficient water 
to cover them within a half inch 
of the top. 

A window box of narcissi would 
be beautiful, or you can grow them 
in pots. Six bulbs may be placed 
in an eight-inch pot or pan. They 
require a light. rich soil mixed 
with well-rotted manure. 

In water they will blossom in 
about six weeks. It may take a 
little longer in pots In either case 
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after being planted they should be | 
put in a dark, cool place where | 


they can develop roots. Let them 
remain there 10 days then bring 
them out into the light to bioom 
not necessarily sunlight, for they 
grow rapidly without sunlight:
